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/ ACCLAIM, LAZER-TRON MERGER BACK ON 

After apparently scuttling the deal, Acclaim Entertain- 
ment Inc. made an about face July 24, announcing that a 
proposed merger with Lazer-Tron would still go through. 
Less than a week earlier Acclaim made clear its intention 
to terminate the agreement. 

However, the terms of the original agreement have 
been amended. Under the new terms, each outstanding 
share of Lazer-Tron, which is being valued at $8 per 
share, will be exchanged for a fraction of a share of Ac- 
claim stock. The fraction will be determined based on the 
average closing price of Acclaim shares for the three 
weeks leading up to a special meeting of Lazer-Tron 
shareholders this month. 

According to the original agreement, each share of 
Lazer-Tron’s common stock would have been converted 
into one half of a share of Acclaim common stock, which 
closed the week of July 17-21 at more than $22. 

The reduction of the merger was precipitated, accord- 
ing to Acclaim, by a dispute between the companies over 
whether certain conditions had been met by Lazer-Tron. 

When Acclaim first backed away, Lazer-Tron officials 
expressed surprise at the move, saying they had met all 
obligations. 

/ INDUSTRY MOURNS LOSS OF BILL O'DONNELL 

The industry bid a sad farewell to William T. O’Donnell on 
July 11 when the founder of Bally Mfg. Corp. succumbed to can- 
cer at the age of 72. O’Donnell, who resided in Winnetka, III., 
for a long time, passed away at his home in Palm Desert, Calif. 

O’Donnell is remembered for his tenure as chief executive 
officer of Bally, a company he formed with a group of investors 
from the former Lion Mfg., maker of the Ballyhoo pinball ma- 
chine. O’Donnell presided over the expansion of Bally during 
the years of 1962 and 1980 as it established a presence in the 
slot machine and casino markets, as well as the video and pin- 
ball game arena. 

Bally Mfg. Corp. later became two separate public compa- 
nies, Bally Gaming International Inc. (BGII) and Bally Entertain- 
ment Corp. The video and pinball divisions were sold to 
Williams Electronics Inc. 

According to BGII, it was O’Donnell who foresaw the growth 
of casino gambling outside of Nevada. Said BGII president and 
chief operating officer Hans Kloss, “Bill was definitely the most 
outstanding leader during the early times of our industry. I have 
never met a person who was so well-liked and admired as Bill 
was by the people who worked for him.” 

He will be long remembered by a legion of friends in the 
amusement industry who admired his tenacity and his vision. 

O’Donnell is survived by his wife Ellie, three daughters (Ann 
O’Donnell Devlin, Jane O’Donnell Lau, and Kathleen O’Don- 
nell), four sons (William Jr., Jack, Timothy, and Daniel), two 
brothers, and 14 grandchildren. 


/ NANI TEST GETS UNDERWAY 

Test games linked up by the AMOA-sponsored National 
Amusement Network Inc. were put out on location last month in 
Ohio and Kansas for the long-awaited trial period. Modified ver- 
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sions of the game NBA JAM Tournament Edition are being used 
to test the program which can link up game play in different lo- 
cations for tournament competition. 

While there were still some bugs being worked out at press 
time, operators were reportedly confident that the experimental 
program would be a success. David Corey of the Ohio Coin Ma- 
chine Association said that a team of technicians from NANI was 
traveling to each location to help operators set up the test. 

Association president Mike Zappa of Lorain Music said his 
two games suffered an initial software glitch that prohibited 
them from accessing the network. “You're kind of walking a 
tightrope,” he said. “You want to get it out, but you don’t want to 
hurt yourself” by rushing.

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FROM THE EDITOR 
If only | had a dollar... 


or everyone in the coin-operated entertainment 
business, there has been some good news from 
Washington concerning the dollar coin. Since 
the Republicans are dominating Congress, the 
push is on to eliminate the dollar bill and full 
speed ahead on the dollar coin. 

But with every silver-lined cloud there’s 
bound to be someone itching to rain on the pa- 
rade. True to form, here comes the United 
States Mint and a beefed-up campaign against 
the dollar coin. Their reasons don’t seem very 
well thought out, but they are determined to 
fight the plan. 

U.S. Mint Director Phillip Diehl explained in 
an article in the Wall Street Journal, “While the 
Democrats held Congress, 
the Mint hadn’t thought it 
necessary to take a position 
on the coin. Now there is a 
greater degree of urgency to 
reconsider what has tradi- 
tionally been a neutral posi- 
tion.” 

In a strange way, that 
sounds like good news to 
those who have been trying 
to get the dollar coin legisla- 
tion passed. Think about it; 
if the Mint has decided to 
take the time and effort to 
fight it, it must be much 
closer to passing than ever 
before! 

But why is the Mint so op- 
posed? In the United States 
Mint newsletter, Mint News, 
Diehl declared, “This is an- 
other attempt to force the American people to 
accept something they’ve rejected twice in the 
past 25 years.” 

He goes on to say, “This is a case of mistaken 
policy magnified by ill-considered technical re- 
quirements. The public rejects a dollar coin gen- 
erally. Moreover, the Mint can’t make H.R. 534 
work in the time allowed. That combination vir- 
tually guarantees the third failure of a dollar coin 
[referring to the Susan B. Anthony in 1979 and 
the earlier Eisenhower dollar coin in the early 
‘70s].” 

But I think what bothers me the most is 
Diehl’s sluffing off the savings as “modest” al- 
though it stands to be millions. He claims that 
savings have been exaggerated. While propo- 
nents of the bill claim savings of up to $800 mil- 
lion per year, Diehl thinks a $20 million savings 
would be more the number. Ok, so it’s only $20 
million! Where do these government people get 
off saying that a mere $20 million per year is not 
worth the effort. It would certainly be enough to 
fix a few potholes on my street that are big 
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enough to plant California redwoods! 

There seems to be this view that Americans 
can’t or refuse to change. Does the metric sys- 
tem jump to mind? Sure we can buy a two-liter 
bottle of Coke but just how many meters are 
there in a foot? I’ve had no reason to talk in cen- 
timeters instead of inches. The country is mak- 
ing it very easy for me to continue using the fa- 
miliar customary weights and measures. 

And that is the point with the dollar coin. You 
can’t compare the previous dollar coins to the ef- 
forts underway now. The comfortable, familiar 
dollar bill was never far away, so we continued 
to use it. That’s why the Eisenhower and Susan 
B. are taking up space in Mint warehouses. 
There was no incentive to change. Eliminate the 
dollar bill and you’ve taken away the choice 
about whether to stay with the comfy bill or try 
the new coin. 

If you’ve ever been to a country that uses a 
dollar coin (or a denomination similar to our dol- 
lar), then you'll feel much different about a dol- 
lar coin. When I was in London, the first thing I 
did was convert my dollars to pounds. I just 
stared at the unfamiliar coins I was given, trying 
to figure out what they were. For the first couple 
of days, I’d simply scoop up a handful of coins 
and hold them out for the sales clerk to choose 
the appropriate amount. 

But it wasn’t long before I was able to snatch 
up a pound coin for my purchase. I learned 
quickly that it was much easier dealing with 
these coins than with the paper money. 

Recently my son and I were in a building with 
a bank of vending machines. He saw that the 
machines took dollar bills so he got one out of 
my purse and went to make his choice. | could- 
n’t help but chuckle when I saw him put the dol- 
lar in and it was spit right back out—seven times! 
He didn’t think it was funny. “Why the heck can’t 
they make a dollar coin?” he innocently asked, 
not realizing that we have been campaigning for 
that very thing for several years. 

I asked him if he would mind having more 
change in his pocket. Surprisingly, he countered 
with the explanation that he’d probably have 
less. “Look, I’ve got three quarters, four dimes 
and a nickel. If there was a dollar coin, three 
quarters, two dimes, and the nickel would be just 
one coin.” 

Does the public, as Mr. Diehl claims, reject a 
dollar coin in general. I don’t believe that’s true, 
but I do think that most people will continue to 
use what they are familiar with as long as it’s 
available. It’s a shame that Mr. Diehl has not tak- 
en a hard, long look at all of the advantages to 
having a virtually indestructible coin that will be 
much easier to deal with than paper. It’s time it 
happened. But please don’t ask me to learn that 
pesky metric system! &

How to make the dollar 
coin more desirable 


he dollar coin is a tough sell. There are any 
number of reasons why, among them: 1) 
change is difficult and alters the comfort 
zone of “but we’ve always done it this way,” 
2) lobbies for paper companies appear more 
powerful than lobbies for silver mines or 
copper mines; and 3) the myth prevails that 
men don’t want lots of heavy change to cart 
around and prefer folding money. 

After years of beating the bushes for sup- 
port to pass legislation that would save the 
country millions of dollars and bring us into 
the 21st century, we are 
no closer to our goal. It’s 
hard to believe that the 
United States is the 
largest industrialized na- 
tion without coinage in 
the dollar denomination. 
Statistics clearly spell out 
the savings, yet even the 
director of the U.S. Mint 
balks at the change. 

No matter how many 
positive aspects are out- 
lined, the opposition trots 
out the old Susan B. An- 
thony coin as a testament 
to the ill-fated notion of 
new coinage meeting 
with any success. 

True, the Susan B. (or 
Susan would-be) never enjoyed widespread 
circulation, although she remains available 
as legal tender. The dollar bill was still an op- 
tion when Susie hit the scene, which kept the 
citizenry from totally embracing Susie. 
There was also that unfortunate resem- 
blance to the quarter. In addition, it has been 
pointed out that Susie’s countenance is less 
than beauteous. 

In terms of coins bearing male faces, the 
current list of profiles don’t challenge the 
likes of handsome hunks George Clooney or 
Brad Pitt: George Washington appears stern 
on the quarter, Franklin D. Roosevelt is seri- 
ous on the dime, Thomas Jefferson looks 
solemn on the nickel, and Abraham Lincoln 
(who faces the opposite direction of his coin 
counterparts) doesn’t crack a smile. 

Perhaps we are attacking the issue from 
the wrong standpoint. I have a suggestion to

enhance the desirability of the proposed 
dollar coin. What man wouldn't want to 
have a pocketful of coins graced by the like- 
ness of MTV’s “House of Style” host Cindy 
Crawford? 

Too pretty, you say? There’s always the 
sports scenario. How about a dollar coin 
with a face that has national appeal right 
now, such as the profile of Hakeem Olaju- 
won of the Houston Rockets? Religious cir- 
cles want fair representation? Mother There- 
sa or Billy Graham come to mind. 

If we can produce stamps honoring Mari- 
lyn Monroe and Elvis Presley, then why not 
a coin with a significant figure from either 
the golden era of movies or country and 
western music? John Wayne and Hank 
Williams Sr. get my vote. 

It would be politically incorrect to ask for 
a coin with the face of a Native American, 
like the Indian Head/Bison design on five- 
cent coins minted between 1913 and 1938. 
This is a moot point, however, since the Unit- 
ed States Buffalo Nickel Act of 1995 cur- 
rently before Congress calls for its reissue as 
a commemorative coin in recognition of Na- 
tive American history and culture (main 
sponsor Sen. Ben Nighthorse Campbell R- 
Colo.). The coin would be issued from 1998 
until 2000. 

Where does that leave us? Staring com- 
mon sense in the face, I’m afraid. And 
common sense is rarely a factor in a politi- 
cal decision. 

Truthfully, the face or object on a coin has 
no bearing on the decision to mint one. In 
the late ‘80s proposed dollar coin legislation 
called for the likeness of Christopher Colum- 
bus to appear on a dollar coin in 1992. 
Chris’ voyage to the New World was less 
hazardous. 

This is a serious issue. The dollar coin is 
vital to our industry. It’s time to stop talking 
about it and do something about it, as in 
contact your congressman. AMOA’s most 
recent News Flash advises calling (202) 
225-3121 to ask for your representative's 
office, if not already in-hand. To contact the

However, at press time the 
bill was still in committee and 
there were only two more leg- 
islative days scheduled for the 
summer session. The legisla- 
ture meets again in the fall. 

“We were trying to geta 
quick vote, but with the state 
budget being due they were re- 
ally concentrating on that,” said 
David Corey with the Ohio 
Coin Machine Association. 

Currently it is illegal to sell 
cigarettes to minors, but it is 
not illegal for those underage 
to buy them. The law would 
change that. It would also solve 
the problem of disparate regu- 


lations in different local juris- 
dictions. 

Corey said that differing 
smoking regulations can give 
one business “an unfair advan- 
tage” over another nearby one. 
“This bill is not pro smoking, 
it’s pro business,” he said.

Representatives of the Anti- 
Counterfeiting Advisory Group 
(AAG), along with Mexican offi- 
cials, have raided a second 
company there and seized Sega 
Genesis home games that were 
allegedly converted for com- 
mercial use. 

The enforcement action tak- 
en against Micro Systemas is 
the second reported seizure of 
consumer games altered for 
commercial use in recent 
months. 

“We've heard about this for 
several months and we wanted 
to take initial action to get the 
word out that we’re aware of 
this,” said AAG investigator 
Rhyn Tryal. 

‘Tryal said the home game 
systems are linked to small 
printed circuit boards that al-

low the conversion to take 
place. “Once this is done, it can 
be plugged into a cabinet” and 
operated as a coin-op game, he 
explained. 

The converted machines 
can reportedly play as many as 
four different games using con- 
sumer cassettes, either real or 
counterfeit. 

According to AAG, the con- 
version of consumer games is a 
result of increased trademark 
enforcement that has severely 
limited the counterfeiting of 
printed circuit boards for video 
arcade games. 

“This is a way of filling a 
large hole in the (counterfeit) 
market,” Tryal said. “It’s the 
only alternative for those peo- 
ple. We think in other countries 
it’s massive.”

Australian operators 
surveyed on parallels 


The National Amusement Machine Operators Association Ltd. 
of Australia reports that a survey of its members indicates strong 
support for the association’s stance regarding the ongoing contro- 
versy over parallel imports in that country. 

According to NAMOA Ltd., 96.4 percent of its members agree 
that a prohibition on parallel imports should be opposed. Even 
more support, 97.6 percent, was reported for the association’s deci- 
sion to support the defense of two importers against claims of copy- 
right infringement. 

The two importers, Galaxy Electronics and Gottleib Electronics, 
face court action being taken by Leisure Allied Industries and Sega 
over the parallel importation of Sega games. 

At issue is whether the importation by companies other than 
Sega’s exclusive distributor and one of the country’s largest opera- 
tors, LAI, constitutes a copyright violation. Parallel importation in 
itself is legal in Australia. 

However, Sega and LAI are reportedly arguing that distribution 
of its products is a violation of copyright because the game is a 
work of art as opposed to simply a computer program. 

NAMOA Ltd. president Frank Sebastyan said he was happy 
with the results of the survey. “The survey results were very 
satisfying indeed and put the board of directors’ position in the 
matter of parallel importing beyond question.”

achine-O-Matic, a second generation 
company run by Bernie and Josef 
Schwarzli, has been manufacturing the 
Beaver line of vending machines for 
over 30 years. It prides itself on pro- 
ducing the highest quality vending ma- 
chines and accessories possible. Over 
the decades, the company says it has 
developed ideas and components that 
now set the standard for bulk vending 
machines worldwide. 

For many who operate video, juke- 
boxes, and other coin-op equipment 
the thought of bulk vending has never 
crossed their minds.

Reflecting on the past 
helps us define our

Perhaps that is 
why, when looking 

back on 106 years of 

jukeboxes, we have a 

decidedly comfortable 

feeling. The decades 


roll by in 


flashbacks through 
the cabinet designs 
and popular music of 
the day. We know 
where we have been 


and where 


we are going. 
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ne of the companies that shaped the 
jukebox industry and made it possi- 
ble for the public to hear its chosen 
music is Rock-Ola Mfg. Co., a firm 
now headed _ by 
Glenn Streeter of 
Antique Apparatus. 
The two companies 
became one in Sep- 
tember 1992, with 
Streeter as president. 
It was a merger 
made in jukebox 
heaven: the compa- 
ny that was started 
by David Rockola, a 
pioneer of the indus- 
try, ably directed by 
Streeter, the man 
who recognized and 
met the demand for 
nostalgic jukeboxes 
from the Golden Age 
(1937-1948). 

Streeter is a walking 
encyclopedia of 
jukebox memorabil- 
ia. Ask about a par- 
ticular model, and 
his mind starts click- 
ing. He is an histori- 
an, antiques dealer, 
and jukebox manu- 
facturer, all rolled 
into one. 

Streeter purchased 
RMC at a low ebb in 
the company’s illus- 
trious history. Since 
then it has again be- 
come an innovator 
and currently offers 
several popular 
models, among them 
the Rocket [IJ and the new Anniver- 
sary Legend. 
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Anew beginning for 
a legendary company 


Don't expect Streeter to follow 
any well-trod paths. He is a self-de- 
scribed “hands-on everything” kind 
of guy. 

“I don’t play follow the leader,” 
he says. “I go in a different direction. 
I think the industry is going to be sur- 
prised about what it is going to see 
down the road. Everything we make 
here in terms of profits goes back 
into the company. That’s why we've 
been as successful as we have in a 
short period of time.” 

Adds Streeter: “For so many years 
jukeboxes have always been the 
same: black, gray, and purple. We 
made some big changes, including 
the biggest title display and a return 
of both large push-buttons and a visi- 
ble player mechanism that cus- 
tomers like to see. 

“You have to build a jukebox that 
attracts people’s attention. Let’s face 
it; we're vending music.” He points 
out that RMC was the first to use the 
four-way dollar bill acceptor that 
makes it easy for customers to play 
their favorite music, adding, “That’s 
what it’s all about.” 

He is proud of the silhouette of 
the Anniversary Legend, a full 66” tall 
in a soft shade of beige and bright 
turquoise accented by touches of red 
and gold. It features tinted glass, the 
visible playing mechanism, and a 
large and fast title display that shows 
16 jacket covers at a time. “Nobody 
can keep them in stock,” Streeter 
says with a smile. 

Streeter is a mild-mannered and 
self-effacing non-executive type who 
shares credit for success with a staff 
that includes two well-known indus- 
try veterans: vice president of sales 
Frank Shultz (“He taught me all I 
know.”) and 30-year RMC designer 
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David Rockola’s legacy 


David Rockola came to the United States from Canada as a teenag- 
er without a formal education and fell in love with the amusement 
business. He worked for the Capehart Co. and the Mills Novelty Co. 
before entering the jukebox field in 1935 with the Multi-Selector. 

During his career he also manufactured scales through his Peerless 
Weight and Scale Co. In addition, he made slot machines, flipper 
games (the first animated pinball—/igsaw), gumball machines, shuffle- 
board alleys, motor scooters, and later video games. 

But it was decades of jukebox production that caused his name to 
become part of modern culture. Consider the origin of terms such as

“that one’s really rockin’, 


rock ‘n’ roll,” and “rockabilly.” 


In his 1994 book, “Jukebox America,” Pulitzer Prize-winning au- 
thor William Bunch says, “The Rockola story is highlighted by one 
amazing coincidence: his name, which virtually everyone who's ever 
seen or heard of a Rock-Ola jukebox assumes is a natural combination 


of rock ‘n’ roll and Victrola.” 


According to Bunch, Rockola was “always a keen watcher of 
trends” who rightly felt that music never went out of style. He believes 
that Rock-Ola Mfg. Co. survived “solely by the force of the founder's 


personality.” 


Bunch credits the company with “producing about one million juke- 
boxes since the 1930s, bringing everyone from Bing Crosby to Bell 


Biv Devoe to America’s ears.” 


Jack Sullivan (“We make a good 
team.”). He remarks that he “inherit- 
ed some great people,” and also tips 
his hat to sales representatives George 
Haydocy and Mike Jablonski.

Streeter has a lot of 
respect for Donald Rockola and his 
father David, whom he refers to as “a 
rare individual.” 

“Needless to say, I can never fill 
the man’s shoes,” declares Streeter. 
“He was an icon. David Rockola left

Shultz concurred: “David Rockola 
was the patriarch of the industry. He 
was all work; he was really dedicated 
to the music business.” 

Streeter so admired the company 
founder that he has preserved Rock- 
ola’s office, desk and all, as a muse- 
um at the RMC/AA headquarters. 


The new RMC 

Longtime Rock-Ola distributors 
had been waiting for a resurgence of 
the company. Shultz says their hopes 
are being realized now with product 
that is innovative and steps forward 
into the future. 

Shultz knows the ins and outs of 
the company, having been there for 
46 years. His favorite Rock-Ola juke- 
box is the 1962 Princess (Model 
1493), which he calls “a chrome jew- 
el.” 

He feels there are several reasons 
for the popularity of the Anniversary 
Legend: “We have the title page at 
eye-level, which makes it convenient 
to the public. And we have returned 
the playing mechanism, which was 
an important element of jukeboxes 
in the ‘50s and early ‘60s. The 
younger generation likes to see the 
mechanism because they have not 
seen it before. We felt the time was 
right to bring it back. 

“We know one thing, that in this 
business you can’t sit still.” 

Streeter is of the same mind: 
“When you get comfortable you start 
making mistakes. I try to keep my 
lessons as inexpensive as possible.” 

“Feedback from the field is great,” 
says Shultz. “They want nice looking 
machines that will attract people to 
play and are simple to service. The 
way | look at the Anniversary Legend, 
I see it as a true Jukebox, not a music 
box. It brings us up to the ‘90s in a 
blend of styles that evokes yesterday 
but is correct for today.” 

The steady music business is re- 
gaining momentum. “As long as I’ve 
been in the business,” comments

Shultz, “the real backbone has al- 
ways been the jukebox and the pool 
table. People want to hear their fa- 
vorite songs. Selective music will be 
here until doomsday.” 

“That's been the history of the in- 
dustry,” adds Streeter. “Generally 
speaking, if an operator has a juke- 
box in a location he has the rest of 
the equipment in there. People love 
music and they always will. They 
want to hear what they want to hear, 
and they are willing to pay for it.” 

RMC/AA has two offices: a 
10,000-square-foot facility in Rose- 
mont, Ill., for sales and service (in- 
cluding parts for older machines), a 
staff of seven, and a warehouse large 
enough to ship containers for better 
distribution; and a 50,000-square- 
foot manufacturing plant and head- 
quarters in Torrance, Calif., that’s 
home to 65 employees. 

Business doubled in the first two 
years after Streeter took over RMC. 
June set a new production record for 
the company. 


Looking ahead 

Like most companies in the coin- 
op amusement world, RMC/AA 
would like to see a dollar coin. 
Streeter says, “Please bring the dol- 
lar coin! It will be a godsend; it is 
long past due. It will save the gov- 
ernment money because coins last 
longer in circulation. And it will re-

sult in great savings in the cost of 
jukeboxes, not to mention less 
maintenance and service for opera- 
tors.

ceptors on a machine. What happens 
if the bill acceptor doesn’t work?

Glenn Streeter’s journey 


It all began in Denver, Colo., in the late “70s when antique radio col- 
lector Glenn Streeter of California bought 22 jukeboxes from the Gold- 
en Age, trucked them across the Rocky Mountains, and restored them 


to their former glory. 


Fate had more in store for Streeter, who was responding to what the 
public told him they were looking for: antique music machines. His 
first restoration was the rare and collectible 1942 Wurlitzer Model 


950, The Gazelle. 


He continued to restore vintage jukeboxes, then made replicas, and 
began manufacturing replacement parts until he became the largest 
supplier of antique jukebox parts. Next came converting 78 rpm gears 
to 45 rpm mechanisms and then CD-capable units, plus adding stereo. 
One thing led to another, and he entered jukebox manufacturing as a 


full-time business. 


Streeter has sold his antique jukeboxes to well-known figures, in- 
cluding mega-star Michael Jackson and TV producer Scott Goldstein. 
He has appeared on “The Today Show” and had the products of his 
handiwork featured in famous catalogs such as Sharper Image (gracing 
the cover twice), FAO Schwartz, and Abercrombie & Fitch. 

His crazy idea to make replicas of antique jukeboxes was actually 
three years ahead of its time, when the jukebox business had hit bot- 
tom. It is fitting that Streeter now heads Rock-Ola Mfg. Co., a firm that 
entered the jukebox industry just as the Golden Age began. Call it des- 


tiny.

As a side benefit, it 
would increase the potential of more 
people getting into different types of 
vending.” 

Shultz’s opinion: “The dollar coin 
would be a boon to the industry. The 
only reason it wasn’t well accepted 
the last time was because of its re- 
semblance to the quarter.

readily identifiable and not confused 
with any other coin in circulation. 
Other countries of the world have 
used higher value coins to good ef- 
fect and it’s about time we did.”

Capcom Coin-Op intros 
its first pinball 


the new pinball, Pinball Magic. 


When Capcom Coin-Op invited its 
distributors to its Chicago suburb of- 
fices in late June for its first distributor 
gathering, most were anxious to find 
out exactly what was going on at Cap- 
com. Few expected to be treated to the 
first glimpse of the company’s entry 
into the pinball market along with the 
much-touted continuation of the Street 
Fighter series, Street Fighter Alpha, and 
two other new videos. 

Rumors had run rampant since last 
year that the company was, in fact, en- 
tering the pinball arena. But those ru- 
mors seemed to be just that—rumors. 
Capcom U:S.A., previously located in 
California, recently absorbed its sub- 
sidiary, GameStar, changed its name to 
Capcom Coin-Op, and moved into the 
lavish GameStar facility in Arlington 
Heights, Ill. Capcom Entertainment, 
the consumer division, remains in Cali- 
fornia. 

The dream of a pinball game was 
that of Rene Lopez and Takanito Yasu- 
ki about four years ago. GameStar was 
formed in Chicago, and pinball design- 
ers were hired. But plans changed dra- 
matically this year with the merger 
and consolidation. President Michael 
Stroll (who has returned to the indus- 
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Capcom's Mark Coldebella, Python Anghelo, Bryan Hanson, and Mark Ritchie with 


try after a 10-year absence) explained 
to distributors that the move was made 
to make Capcom Coin-Op a “one stop 
shop” for distributors. He added that 
the company is going to have a strong 
impact on parallel imports by coordi- 
nating introductions of games in the 
United States and Japan. 

Stroll went on to tout the praises of 
the new pinball machine, Pinball Mag- 
ic. “We admit there were some prob- 
lems with Street Fighter the Movie. We 
are embarrassed about it and apolo- 
gize. | want to assure all of you that we 
are very proud of our new pinball. It’s 
a hell of a machine. We will not ship it 
until we are sure that when you open 
the box you'll say, ‘they really did it!” 

Distributors were impressed with 
the new game, designed by newcomer 
Bryan Hanson, who envisioned the 
game while working for his uncle’s op- 
erating company in the Chicago area. 
“I had this idea for a pinball when 
Python (Anghelo) approached me 
about the new company and its plans 
to get into the pinball market. I’m so 
pleased at how it’s been handled. I 
think distributors and operators will be 
very happy with this machine as far as 
play and reliability,” said Bryan.

says that Capcom is building a dream 
team of personnel.

A tour of the facility would seem to 
cement the plans outlined by Stroll 
and Lopez. The 150,000-square-foot 
building is gearing up for production 
and the expansion that will be in- 
evitable. Employees total over 100, 
and even that number is growing. “I 
think our distributors will agree that 
we are making a hefty investment into 
the coin-op market and have every in- 
tention of offering some of the best 
products available,” said Lopez. 

While the focus was quite naturally 
on Pinball Magic, scheduled to be 
available by September, distributors 
also got to see three new videos, Night 
Warriors, Street Fighter Alpha, and Cy- 
berbots. Lopez also talked about the 
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20,000 CPS II systems in the market 
and plans to offer top-notch games for 
them. “The CPS II system is by far the 
best system in the industry. We will put 
an emphasis on promoting it.” 

Tim Jackson, director of sales, em- 
phasized to distributors that Capcom 
Coin-Op has a goal of working with 
each distributor going out into the field 
with them. “Distributors are a most vi- 
tal link. Going with them into the field 
will enlighten us for future product de- 
velopment. Working closely with our 
distributors is a cornerstone of our 
company. | like to think of us as part- 
ners into the millennium.” 

He added that Capcom will be culti- 
vating test locations for its products. 
“We intend to do some of the most 
comprehensive testing the industry has 
seen. We will be working with our dis- 
tributors to find suitable test locations,”

Redemption equipment: 
an economical choice 


ow much money does your FEC spend 
each year on redemption equipment? 
For that matter, how much is spent on 
used games? 

What would you say if I told you 
that you could spend thousands of dol- 
lars less each year by adding a mix of 
used equipment to your location? In 
an FEC there is generally an equip- 
ment mix that consists of 45 percent 
video and pinball, while 55 percent is 
comprised of redemption and kiddie 
rides. 





Would you believe that of that re- 
demption equipment, 20 percent can 
be secondhand? Whether you're open- 
ing a new FEC or just adding to your 
equipment inventory, you can effec- 
tively maximize your redemption bud- 
get by purchasing both new and used 
equipment. 

Although our male customers that 
range in age from 18 to 24 comprise a 
significant percentage of our video 
business, we must not forget mothers, 
younger children, grandparents, and 
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especially young females (ie. girl- 
friends). Children between the ages of 
two and seven have a large disposable 
income since parents will not hesitate 
to buy the quality time that otherwise 
may not be spent with their children. 

As I talk to redemption operators 
around the country, I am finding that 
although many operators are pleased 
with new equipment that is available, 
they don’t want to pay the prices com- 
manded by new equipment. More and 
more are adding used equipment to 
their arsenal of redemption equipment 
and keeping margins high. 

As far as new equipment goes, 
I.C.E. has some of the hottest pieces of 
equipment currently available. The 
line-up includes Cyclone, which boasts 
dazzling neon lights and graphics that 
are a draw in any FEC. This game is an 
addicting adult game which children 
like to play. 

LCE. also offers MiniDunx, a minia- 
ture basketball game that kids will find 
hard to resist. Coastal Amusements has 
a winner with Fred Flintstone’s Memory 
Match, a talking novelty game with a 
large monitor that appeals to young 
children. Planet Earth manufactures a 
pretty nifty piece called Dinoscore. You 
may be fortunate enough to find one 
of these games used. Dinoscore will in- 
crease your profit margin, but beware, 
the payout of this game must be close- 
ly monitored. If the payout is too low it 
will rapidly decrease revenue. One ma- 
jor FEC chain insists that Dinoscore is 
its top earner. Helpful hint: try a pay- 
out level between 22 and 25 percent 
with this one. 

Another neat novelty piece that dis- 
penses some of the hottest merchan- 
dise available is Lazer-Tron’s Pogger, a 
rotary that awards pogs and slammers 
to skillful customers. As I mentioned in 
a previous article, these milk caps 
seem to be the rage, so make sure you 
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merchandise this piece with plenty of 
popular styles of pogs and slammers. 

Candy Man by Betson and Candy 
Crane by Smart Industries both dis- 
pense candy and can be great money- 
makers. For the dental-conscious oper- 
ator, both can be easily converted to 
dispense small prizes rather than tooth 
decay in a wrapper. 

Other children’s games include Cir- 
cus Hi-Rise by Skee-Ball and Robo-Bop 
by Coastal Amusements, which resem- 
ble old-fashioned strength testers that 
dispense tickets and can be a great 
frustration reliever for those of us who 
love to bash things. 

Coin Concepts makes Home Run 
Hitter, where players roll coins into 
slots (bases) to score. This game ap- 
peals to players who want instant grati- 
fication by winning tickets immediate- 
ly. Remember that there are two types 
of players: one type wants to take his 
time and enjoy the games. The second 
type wants to win tickets immediately 
and doesn’t really care how they are 
won. It is important to consider both 
types when making game purchases. 

Kiddie rides attract the two- to four- 
year-old age group and_ provide 
thrilling rides to little tykes. There are 
many good choices in kiddie rides, 
from ambulances and cars to school 
buses and clowns. In a typical location, 
you should have four to six rides set 
aside for small children in a separate 
enclosed area. This will make it easier 
for parents to keep track of their small 
children. Why not buy some refur- 
bished rides? The investment will be 
substantially lower and they will make 
a good return on investment. 

There are more wonderful chil- 
dren’s games, like American Sammy's 
Magic Mr. X. It’s a cross between a lit- 
tle basketball game and a tic-tac-toe 
game. Since it’s less than a year old, it 
will probably be difficult to find used, 
but it’s worth the investment. 

Old favorites like Skee-Ball and 
Smartball are a must. They can help 
keep overall game payouts in line. 
These ever-popular standards have 
lower payouts and work best in banks 
of five or more. Grandma likes these 
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games; they’re simple, straightforward, 
and fun! 

A similar game is Smart’s Toss ‘Em. 
It caters to small children who aren't 
able to roll the larger and heavier balls. 
Smart Industry’s Big Bertha is a cheer- 
ful addition to any FEC. Little tykes 
are amazed when Big Bertha speaks to 
them and eggs them on. Its simple op- 
eration and appeal make this game a 
kid magnet. 


Now here are two games you'll love 
to have in your FEC: Roll for Gold and 
Golden Goose, made by Benchmark. 
Operators are raving about them. 
These excellent earners are a cross be- 
tween a token roll game and a roll- 
down, but can really achieve higher in- 
comes if your state allows direct token 
payouts. Bromley’s Rock-N-Bowl, 
which is another “instant gratification” 
game, is a great piece and you'll no

Data East’s Wacky Gator is a 
proven, consistent money-maker. I’ve 
seen virtually every type of patron en- 
joying this game in healthy competi- 
tion. Whack-A-Mole by Bob’s Space 
Racers is another alternative that may 
experience fewer technical problems. 
Again, take advantage of it if you are 
fortunate enough to find these games 
used. 

Ribbit Racin’ by Lazer-Tron is a sim- 
ilar competitive game. Two frogs hop 
for the finish line as players pound 
large lighted buttons to propel their 
frogs to their goal. 

Cranes are a good addition to any 
FEC and can be some of your highest 
grossing equipment. Betson’s Big 
Choice and Smart’s Clean Sweep are 
two excellent choices, and the best part 
is that you'll probably be able to find 
one secondhand. The key to successful 
crane operating, though, is proper mer- 
chandising and a payout level of 30 to 
32 percent. 

Doyle’s Hoop Shot is an excellent 
game that’s relatively easy to find. It is 
even more successful when banked 
with another for competition play. 
Since this game is fun to play, a lower 
ticket payout will maximize revenue, 
but not compromise the amount the 
game is played. 
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doubt be able to find one used. 

Finally, Rising Waters by Bob's 
Space Racers is rising to the top of the 
charts. This unique game reminds me 
of a midway carnival game. It gener- 
ates the excitement of playing with the 
ever-popular water gun, while bringing 
the thrill of a carnival into your loca- 
tion! 

Here’s a suggestion for extra in- 
come while appealing to your cus- 
tomers: why not consider adding a 
ticket dispenser to old classic videos 
like Galaga or Ms. Pac-Man? You'd be 
surprised at how much extra income 
can be generated by this simple modi- 
fication. These games have been 
around since the Ice Age so they're 
known everywhere and by everybody! 
Why not capitalize? 

Remember to keep your equip- 
ment properly maintained, well 
stocked with tickets and playing acces- 
sories such as balls, and keep them 
clean. No one wants to lean on melted 
ice cream to insert his coin. And no 
matter what else you do, don’t skimp 
on merchandise! 

If you're just getting into redemp- 
tion or need extra equipment, call your 
local distributor. He just might have 
some used equipment you've been 
looking for, but didn’t know it! A 
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Merit Industries’ 8th Annual World 
Series of Darts recently came to a 
close, chalking up record numbers of 
competitors and an average prize of al- 
most $10,000 at each event. 

The success of the series is being at- 
tributed to the introduction of league 
and pro classifications by Merit, which 
manufactures the Scorpion Stinger line 
of electronic dart games. The classifi- 
cations assure players that they will be 
competing against competitors of simi- 
lar ability.

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During the late spring and early 
summer, dart players from across the 
nation were busy competing for spots 
in the ninth Valley World Cup Elec- 
tronic Dart Championships. 

Known as the Valley Gold, the 
tournament was held in Las Vegas on 
July 13-15.

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It seems that operators can no 
longer stick with just one or two prof- 
itable games for several months with- 
out buying new equipment, as was 
once possible with the likes of Street 
Fighter [I and the first Mortal Kombat. 

These games could carry a location 
for a year without slowing down be- 
cause the challenge level was some- 
thing not seen before, and the fighting 
techniques could take just as long to 
perfect. 

Now strategy guides are released as 
quickly as the games themselves, and 
long ago players mastered moves that 
do not differ greatly among fighting 
games. What I see in my local game 
room Is a Killer Instinct now devoid of 
players and a Mortal Kombat 3 already 
on its third update board. I fear that 
unless theme popularity shifts to some- 
thing new, game profit life spans may 
be significantly shortened. 


Street Fighter 
The Movie/Capcom 
Theme: The newest fighting game 
from Capcom is a sequel of sorts to the 
company’s most popular franchise:

Street Fighter. However, this release de- 
parts from the standard story and 
graphics in order to mimic the look of 
the live action film of the same name. 

The game deals with the various 
warriors who converge on Bison’s 
Shadaloo headquarters in the Far East 
and includes 90 percent of the charac- 
ters from Super Street Fighter IT. 

With new moves, a couple of new 
characters, and background scenery 
that perfectly displays locations from 
the film, Street Fighter The Movie may 
be the closest incarnation of a film li- 
cense. 

Graphics: The high point of the 
game definitely is in the visuals. The 
14 characters are digitized from the 
real actors (Jean-Claude Van Damme 
in the title role of Col. Guile and the 
late Raul Julia as Bison) and are proba- 
bly the most realistic likenesses ever 
seen through this process. 

Without the names or costumes, the 
actors would still be easily recogniz- 
able on-screen, but the attract mode 
gives credit where credit is due. 

Scenery is a combination of digitiza- 


tion and computer-processed images 
and includes the courtyard outside the 
United Nations headquarters, inside 
Dhalsim’s lab, and within the tourna- 
ment warehouse. 

The most stunning background is 
perhaps Bison’s command center, 
where amid computer consoles and 
scurrying soldiers can be seen video 
screens with digitized images of actual 
film footage. This gives the impression 
of events happening at the same time 
the player does battle. For example, 
Blanka, who escaped from Dhalsim’s 
lab, appears in the background as one 
of probably many different hidden fea- 
tures. 

Controls: Street Fighter aficionados 
will be happy to learn that the controls 
remain the same in this incarnation: 
two sets of joysticks for moving, block- 
ing, and jumping alongside their re- 
spective six-button attacks; three de- 
grees of power for punching and 
kicking, with the joystick for standard 
attacks; and all the same special moves 
and a few new ones. 

Game Play: The player chooses

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Clint Eastwood's famous character is 
the focus of Williams’ Dirty Harry. 
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one of 14 characters (two are from the 
movie and not previously seen in a 
video game). The computer randomly 
picks both an opponent and a battle lo- 
cation, then the match progresses in 
the classic Street Fighter style. 

Multihit combos are a little easier to 
pull off than in the past, causing the op- 
ponent to be dizzy for another combi- 
nation. A small meter below the life 
gauge builds up in strength to allow a 
super move. If that move is executed, 
the opponent’s life gauge gets obliter- 
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ated and the match is won. Battle pro- 
ceeds this way from the United Nation 
headquarters through the countryside 
and into Bison’s fortress. During this 
time soldiers in the background strug- 
gle to free the oppressed country from 
Shadaloo hands. 

Overall: The designers at Capcom 
have nearly perfectly transferred the 
movie experience onto the video 
screen. As mentioned earlier, the digi- 
tized likenesses are true-to-life, all the 
special moves are included, and the 
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scenery can be considered a film itself. 
Other observations: the game's 
theme does not exactly follow the sto- 
ry of the previous games in the series, 
but it does follow the film where the 
differing theme first occurs. The game 
is a movie license, which can shorten 
interest, not to mention a release sev- 
eral months after the film rather than 
at the same time. However, the digi- 
tized choreography is very good, albeit 
different from any previous game in 
the series. In other words, longtime 
Street Fighter fans who were disap- 
pointed with the movie may not gravi- 
tate to the game for its theme alone. 


No Fear/Williams 

Theme: The rallying logo seen on 
so many clothes and in so many com- 
mercials has been made into a pinball 
game by Williams. The term “no fear” 
describes the mental and physical state 
of anyone involved in sports or recre- 
ational activities of a dangerous na- 
ture. 

All of these challenges have been 
incorporated into the game as play 
modes or ball challenges. Beginning 
with No Limits, moving onto Fear Fest, 
and finally Meet Your Maker, the play- 
er experiences sports like motocross 
racing, airboarding from a plane, and 
beyond. 

Features: The Williams superpin 
has a nice open foreground, with most 
of the field obstacles in the rear. The 
dominant feature is the trademark 
flaming skull, the mascot of No Fear, 
which sits in the middle rear of the 
field with eyes glowing red and mouth 
constantly talking. 

Two ramps surround the skull, one 
with a jump that the ball can make, 
and the other with a flipper that in- 
creases the ball’s speed around a loop. 
In fact, two other loops are on the field, 
designed to shoot the ball back out the 
other side faster than it went in. 

The plunger is replaced with a but- 
ton to fire the ball; otherwise the rest 
of the cabinet is standard with a dot- 
matrix display, two flipper buttons, 
face-front speakers, and a backglass 
display of all the different sports the 
player can engage in. 

After firing the skill shot, the No 
Limits challenges begin. These include 
dirt, asphalt, water, snow, and air, each 
representing a sport such as formula 
racing, downhill skiing, motocross, and 
the like. The skull urges the player on 
by uttering such phrases as “winners 
never quit,” and “second place is the 
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first loser.” 

Overall: The flipper response and 
speed is excellent. Another positive as- 
pect for the player—there are no 
bumpers or obstacles in the front of 
the field that make it terribly easy to 
lose the ball. 

The open space allows better con- 
trol, unlike many current pins that 
seem to be designed to drop the ball 
right between the flippers or to the 
outside lanes. 

Dirty Harry/Williams 

Theme: This pin is based on the 
movie series of the same name starring 
Clint Eastwood as the San Francisco 
cop who uses violent measures and a 
big gun to battle crime. Harry’s Mag- 
num .44 plays a big part in the game 
as a molded plunger with a trigger and 
as an on-field rotating gun that fires at 
targets. 

The game’s play modes represent 
typical scenes from the movies, includ- 
ing a car chase, barroom brawl, and a 
chance to meet the mob. During these 
modes the player can also advance his 
rank, make busts at the safehouse, 
check out criminal activities at the 
warehouse, and visit Magna Force 
headquarters. 

The final goal is no less than com- 
pletely wiping out crime by the game’s 
end! A worthy goal. 

Features: The backglass is a simply 
designed image of Harry aiming his 
gun, surrounded by San Francisco 
scenery. Game modes are easily fol- 
lowed by viewing the amber colored 
dot-matrix screen. Usable buttons 
number only two for the flippers, but 
the plunger has been replaced by an 
authentic reproduction of a Magnum 
44 grip and trigger. 

The chamber and body of the gun 
are situated on the right side of the 
field and can be loaded from a ramp 
above it. In the same manner as TJermi- 
nator 2, the gun rotates by game con- 
trol and fires when the trigger is 
pressed. 

The ACME warehouse sits on the 
upper middle field and has an open 
loading door for the ball to enter. Near- 
by is the safehouse and headquarters, 
each with a hole to trap the ball and 
begin a new mode. 

Left and right side ramps are situat- 
ed between the buildings, one with a 
diverter allowing entrance to the gun 
chamber. A rear loop takes the ball to 
three lanes and three jet bumpers. Side 
targets are shaped like firing range out- 
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lines. Finally, game modes are illustrat- 
ed as lit shotgun shells and an advanc- 
ing machine gun magazine on the 
field, front, and center. 

Game Play: Once the game starts 
the player can choose a skill shot: a 
ramp attempt, a random award, or 
shooting at a lit target with the rotating 
gun. The first game mode begins, and 
the player advances in rank by scoring 
the ramps followed by landing in the 
HQ. 

Five targets with lit police badges 
must be collected to begin multiball, 
and lit bullet targets advance the mag- 
azine, allowing a possible extra ball or 
an increase in jet bumper value. The 
Jets build up a ransom amount, which 
can be collected to add to the player’s 
score. 

The shotgun shell modes increase 
in difficulty as they are completed, in- 
cluding Stop Scorpio, and the final 
mode, Crime Wave. Of course, the best 
aspect of the game play comes when 
the digitized voice of Harry spouts, 
“Feel lucky, punk?” 

Overall: In the tradition of 
Williams pins, Dirty Harry is as flipper 
responsive, solid, and fun to play as 
one would expect. However, with a li- 
censed theme, overall popularity often 
depends on a currently released film to 
carry it. The game is an excellent trib- 
ute but may suffer because of no re- 
cent movie sequels. 


Eco-Fighters/Capcom 

Theme: Not new but worth a look is 
this break from fighting games and 
comic book characters—a kit featuring 
horizontal scrolling shoot ‘em-up action 
with a nod to environmental issues. 

The game scenario: in the distant 
future, space travel has allowed huge 
corporations to make money on dis- 
tant worlds by establishing factories. 
The new industries cause these previ- 
ously untouched planets to become 
polluted and incapable of supporting 
animal and plant life. 

These worlds have been dubbed 
“dread spheres,” and one enterprise by 
the name of Boyolk K.K. is attempting 
to exploit a planet much like Earth. 

A scientist named Dr. Moly who 
lives on that planet has constructed a 
fighter plane with a rotating arm and 
various weapons to destroy the ma- 
chines of industry. One or two players 
can take flight to various levels of the 
planet to face huge bosses. 

Graphics: Visuals are relatively 
simple and cartoonish, especially when 
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the animated face of Dr. Moly provides 
instructions. Enemies are usually exag- 
gerated metallic animals, cute little 
tanks and tractors, or balloon-like jets. 
The end bosses are impressive sights, 
such as the huge earth-flattening trac- 
tor and the rust-leaking tanker ship. 

The scenery is perhaps the most in- 
teresting visual feature, with each level 
starting as a beautiful landscape and 
slowly deteriorating to a junk-filled, 
polluted, or barren wasteland when 
the boss is approached. 

The player’s jet is a metallic bubble 
with an extended arm that fires in all 
directions. The visual effects from this 
weapon are varied, among them a 
large hammer that extends and 
pounds the enemy, or a laser sword 
that swings around in a full circle to 
eliminate all incoming craft. 

Controls: The joystick maneuvers 
the jet to all parts of the screen while 
three buttons manipulate the weapons. 
The middle button fires the gun; hold- 
ing it charges a super projectile. The 
left and right buttons rotate the jet’s 
arm in either direction to afford full 
protection from any angle. The game 



































is also equipped with Capcom’s Q- 
sound capability that achieves special 
sound effects characteristic of a motion 
picture. 

Game Play: Lifting out of a junk- 
yard, the player’s armed jet begins lev- 
el one, attempting to prevent defor- 
estation of the planet’s foliage. Further 
levels include protecting the ocean 
from rotting ships and cleansing the 
sky of the residue from chemical 
plants. 

Destroying enemies and collecting 
their power-ups allows an upgrade of 
weapons among four choices. Each 
weapon has a benefit and weakness in 
certain levels of the game. The enemy 
fire comes fast and from all directions, 
so having a second player join in in- 
creases the chances of finishing the 
game. 

Overall: A good-natured theme 
and addictive game play make Eco- 
Fighters a worthy addition to any game 
room, especially one where R-Type and 
In the Hunt found success. &

Payroll taxes 
are on the rise 

Social Security taxes have been and 
remain a scandalous burden if you 
make money by the sweat of your 
brow. Read this and weep. 

First, the basic rules: Social Security 
taxes are Imposed not only on employ- 
ees and employers, but on self-em- 
ployed individuals as well. The FICA 
rate on employers and employees is 
7.65 percent; the self-employment rate 
is 15.3 percent. 

FICA taxes total 7.65 percent and 
have two components: 6.2 percent is 
Social Security tax and 1.45 percent is 
Medicare hospital insurance tax 
(MHIT). The equivalent figures for 
self-employment tax are 12.4 percent 
for Social Security and 2.9 percent for 
MHIT. 

The Social Security tax is collected 
based on salary or self-employment in- 
come (a $60,600 ceiling for 1994). 
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The ceiling is adjusted annually for in- 
flation. There is no ceiling on the 
MHIT. 

Now let’s crunch the numbers for 
1995, considering the new Social Se- 
curity tax ceiling of $61,200, and de- 
termine the exact stratospheric cost to 
the employer for an employee (call her 
Kim) earning $140,000. Here’s how 
you make the much-too-high computa- 
tion: 

$61,200 x 6.2 percent = $3,794.40 

$140,000 x 1.45 percent = $2,030.00 
$5,824.40 

And don’t forget, Kim gets hit for 
the same amount. Let’s see, that’s 
$5,824.40 each for the employer and 
Kim, or a total of $11.648.80 for both. 
Outrageous! Compare that to the total 
cost of $2,808 in 1979, and you begin 
to wonder when will it all stop? Also 
remember, the MHIT (I call it the 
“maximum hit”) of 2.9 percent never 
stops. 

Are you self-employed? The results 
are a total tax disaster. Why? You, and 
you alone, must pay the entire tax. For 
example, the tax for a self-employed 
business owner (not incorporated) 
earning $140,000 is the same as for 
Kim and her employer combined— 
$11,648.80. There is one ray of sun- 
shine in all this. You can deduct one- 
half of the self-employment tax. Tell 
your professional to see Section 164(f) 
of the Internal Revenue Code. 

The FICA tax is so burdensome that 
we are constantly looking for legal tax 
tricks to reduce the compensation sub- 
Ject to this onerous tax. Want to learn 
more?

The tax-wise way to 

start a new business 
“What’s the best way for me to help 
my son or daughter start a new busi- 
ness?” That question is often asked by 
readers of this column. Well, here’s not 
only the answer but a road map of the 
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wrong ways and the right way to go. 

No, a loan is not the answer. Nor is 
signing as surety for a bank loan. What 
about a gift of the amount needed? 
Sorry! All are wrong. Yet, you now 
know the three most common wrong 
ways that parents try to help their chil- 
dren fund a new business. Section 
1244 is the single joyful (and correct) 
answer. 

Let’s speed through the wrong ways 
and explain the right way. Suppose 
your daughter Sue needs $50,000 to 
start her new venture. You’ve reviewed 
the concept and crunched the num- 
bers and think she can make a go of it. 
But what if you’re wrong and Sue ulti- 
mately loses the $50,000? How can 
you deduct your $50,000 loss—with- 
out the IRS shooting down your de- 
duction? 

Assume (1) that you loan Sue the 
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$50,000; take back her note; her busi- 
ness pays interest until it goes broke; 
and you have a worthless note. Tax- 
wise, you have a capital loss, which is 
deductible at the painful rate of only 
$3,000 per year against your ordinary 
income. Or you can use the loss to off- 
set capital gains. (2) The same sad tax 
fate—a capital loss—results if you sign 
as surety and must pay Sue’s $50,000 
loan from the bank. (3) A gift to Sue is 
even worse taxwise; the $50,000 is 
hers! As a result the tax loss is hers, not 
yours. Chances are that Sue, under the 
circumstances, has little or no income 
and the loss is almost totally wasted. 
One more thing: Methods (1) and 
(2)-loan and surety—are often at- 
tacked by the IRS. Why? The IRS con- 
tends that the $50,000 was a gift be- 
cause you never intended to collect 
(had no reasonable expectation of be- 
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ing repaid is the fancy way the IRS 
puts it) from Sue in the first place. 

OK, Section 1244, front and center! 
This is the right road. Section 1244 al- 
lows you to claim an immediate deduc- 
tion for a loss on stock in a small busi- 
ness corporation. Your loss is fully 
deductible against ordinary income, 
rather than a limited capital loss. The 
maximum amount you can claim as a 
Section 1244 loss in any one year Is 
$100,000 on a joint return or 
$50,000 on a single return. 

Now, back to Sue: You and Sue set 
up a corporation for Sue’s new busi- 
ness. In exchange for $50,000 you get 
stock in the corporation that qualifies 
for Section 1244 treatment. Sue runs 
the business and receives a salary. 

Let’s look at the happy tax results: if 
the business succeeds, Sue can gradu- 
ally buy back your stock (or better yet, 
you can gift it to her) over time. Any 
profit you make on the buy back will 
be a low taxed capital gain. If the busi- 
ness fails, your loss will be fully de- 
ductible under Section 1244 (up to the 
$100,000/$50,000 limits). 

Here’s one more nice thing about 
Section 1244: the tax benefits are easy 
to get. The beneficial tax treatment is 
automatic. No written plan is neces- 
sary. 

One final point: Section 1244 is the 
way to go not only for your kids, but 
for your spouse who might want to 
start a new business. Or guess what? 
The same strategy applies if you want 
to venture into something new while 
keeping your present business.

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Design Plus’ Striker appears to be 
on its way to a long career in the 
amusement industry. The game is en- 
joyed by young and old alike and plays 
extremely well with the competition of 
older staple games in the industry. 

Although the reliability of the game 
has greatly increased, I have come up 
with some modifications for the older 
versions of this game, and perhaps 
some of them could be used on the 
newer ones as well. Design Plus has 
been informed on some of these modi- 
fications, and the company is looking 
into adding them onto future games. 

These modifications include the pin 
set device, fluorescent lighting, a ball 
lift chimney, tilt switch, and pin reset 
switch.

Pin set modification 

On the first run of Striker, the pin 
setting device consisted of 10 PVC 
tubes with a cap on the end of each 
tube. The pins are attached to strings 
that are pulled up through a hole in the 
end of each cap and attached to a tri- 
angle-shaped piece of plywood. This 
triangle-shaped piece of plywood is at- 
tached to a length of nylon rope which 
goes through a pulley at the top of the 
cabinet and affixes to an air cylinder. 

When the pins need to be set, the 
air cylinder pulls the nylon rope, lifting 
the triangle-shaped piece of plywood, 
which in turns lifts the 10 pins into 
their appropriate tubes. The tubes stop 
the pins from swinging, and then the

air cylinder returns the pins to the 
floor below. Contained in the floor are 
10 magnetic switches which are closed 
when a pin is set directly on top of it. 
The hole in the cap is the only center- 
ing device, and if the PVC tubing Is not 
mounted straight up and down, or has 
shifted from normal use, the pins will 
not set directly on top of the switch. 

To prevent such a misalignment I’ve 
added an additional piece of plywood 
to the top of the 10 PVC tubes. Each 
tube gets its support from the other 
nine tubes, keeping each tube perfect- 
ly straight (Fig. 1). 

I first measured the hole placement 
from the underside of the pin set (Fig. 
2), transferred those measurements to 
a piece of plywood, and cut the holes 
out. Then I removed the pins, strings, 
and caps, and slipped the plywood 
over the ends of the 10 tubes leaving 
room for the caps to be pushed back 
on. If the holes are a little larger than 
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the tubes, the plywood will need to be 
glued to the tubes with construction 
adhesive. After the adhesive is set, re- 
install the caps and pins. To make the 
installation easier, feed the strings 
through the caps, tie the strings to the 
triangle-shaped piece of plywood, drop 
each pin through the top of the tube, 
and press the cap back on the tube. 

If a pin still does not set properly alf- 
ter the modification, remove that pin’s 
cap and drill a new hole in it just off of 
center. Thread the string through the 
new hole and reinstall the pin. Now the 
cap can be turned until the pin sets 
properly. 

If you don’t want to go to all that 
trouble, Montie Booth, production 
manager at Design Plus, has informed 
me that the company wants all of their 
Striker owners to be happy with their 
equipment. So Design Plus will update 
the PVC tubes with its new pin set de- 
vice at no charge (Fig. 3). Design Plus 
will either send it to you, and you can 
install it yourself, or you can ship your 
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Striker back to the company and they 
will install it for you. Design Plus’s

Fluorescent lighting 

Another modification I made is the 
addition of fluorescent lighting (Fig. 4). 
You can use two fixtures you've re- 
moved from your old video game cabi- 
nets, or you can use those disposable 
under counter-type lights sold at hard- 
ware stores. If you use the disposable 
type, you will want to replace the 
starter that is in them with a starter 
holder. That way the starter can be re- 
placed, and they will no longer be dis- 
posable.

The fluorescent lights are mounted 
to the underside of the pin set (one on 
the right side and one on the left side). 
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To avoid the pins breaking the fluores- 
cent tubes, bend a piece of Lexan and 
screw it to the side of the cabinet (Fig. 
5). The easiest way to bend Lexan is 
either heat it up with a propane torch 
or use heating tape made for bending 
plastic. 


Ball lift chimney 

On occasion, the 10-pin will be 
knocked up into the ball return. ‘To pre- 
vent this from happening, I’ve added a 
ball lift chimney (Fig. 4 & 6). It is sim- 
ply a couple of pieces of wood screwed 
together and placed around the ball lift 
to prevent the pin from flying up in the 
ball-lift hole. 


Tilt switch 

If you are incurring damage from 
the ball being thrown too hard, you 
may want to add a tilt switch to your 
game. Just remove the back door from 
your game and screw a slam switch to 
the back side of the wall where the 
pins hit. Run two wires from the slam 
switch to the reset button on the CPU 
board. If the ball is thrown really hard, 
it will strike the back of the game. In a 
normal game, only the pins will strike 
the back of the cabinet. So adjust the 
slam switch to close only if the ball is 
thrown too hard. The adjustment can 
be a little tricky.

attendant has to come over, open the 
coin door, and press the pin reset but- 
ton. To alleviate a service call, I drilled 
a 1-1/8 inch hole in the side of the al- 
ley, installed a control panel push-but- 
ton, and wired it to the button inside of 
the coin door. This allows the player 
to reset the pins if need be. 

Although Striker has been very reli- 
able in the past and the people at De- 
sign Plus have been very eager to help 
with any problems which may occur, 
after adding these modifications I have 
had virtually no trouble with these ma- 
chines. ’'ve been very pleased with 
these games and look forward to see- 
ing any new games from Design Plus 
Industries.
